The Latent War lews. 

Since the disastrous affair at Edward’s Fer¬ 
ry unusual quiet has prevailed between the 
armies of the Potomac. The rebels in large 
force are opposite Harrison Island, and have 
fortified themselves so as to protect Leesburg. 
Picket firing between scouts on each side of 
the river is of daily occurrence. 

llcbcl troops have been withdrawn from 
Fairfax Court House to Centerville, where 
they are entrenched. Our scouts have visited 
Fairfax and report the place nearly deserted. 
Gen. Johnston is in command at Centerville. 

The great event of the week is the sailing of 
the Southern fleet, which has been fitting out 
for several months. It sailed from Fortress 
Monroe at daybreak on Tuesday. The ves¬ 
sels, 50 in number, formed in line, and went 
out between the Capes in splendid style. There 
are 16,000 troops in the expedition for a land 
force, under command of Gen. Sherman, while 
the naval department is amply furnished, and 
is under the command of Commodore Dupont. 
There are 700 horses on board for cavalry and 
artillery service, besides forage, lumber for 
houses, brick for ovens and furnaces, shot, 
shell and cannon, sufficient to supply the ex¬ 
pedition for months. It is not known where 
the expedition will first strike, but we shall 
probably hear from it in the course of a week. 
It is supposed that it will make a descent up¬ 
on the Southern coast in several places simul¬ 
taneously, carrying consternation to the in¬ 
habitants. So large a fleet has never before 
been fitted out in American waters, and no 
nation in the world ever furnished its equal in 
so short a time. Great things are expected of 
the expedition, yet a small accident or mistake 
may defeat all its plans and oblige it to return- 
We shall wait anxiously to hear from it. 

We have cheering news from Missouri. On 
Friday last week, Gen. Fremont’s body-guard. 
300 strong, attacked 2,200 rebels in Spring- 
field, drove them from the town, raised the 
National Hag on the Court House, then retired 
upon their re-enforfcements. They expected 
to fully occupy the town on Saturday. Trust¬ 
worthy information lrorn Missouri is to the ef¬ 
fect that the rebels in that State are scattering, 
and really feeble at all points. Hardee gives 
no support to Jeff Thompson, and Ben. Mc¬ 
Culloch does as little for Price, who is still re¬ 
treating, and, as it is thought, endeavoring to 
draw Fremont into the Ozark Mountains. 

We have from Western Virginia a dispatch 
stating that General Kelly, who, as it will be 
remembered, w as badly wounded in a brilliant 
engagement at Philippi some time ago, left 
New Creek on Friday night, and on Saturday 
afternoon attacked the rebels at Romney, rout¬ 
ing them, and taking a number of prisoners, 
besides taking three cannon and all the ene¬ 
my’s camp equipage and wagons. The rebels 
retreated towards Winchester. 

The blockade of the Potomac still continues, | 
and none of our vessels are able to get up or 
down. Col. Taylor is encamped opposite 
Quantico Creek, having thrown up entrench¬ 
ments. On Wednesday the rebel batteries 
fired upon the Maryland shore, but did no 
harm. The rebel steamer George Page is coop¬ 
ed up between our gunboats ai d is apparently 
aground, and will require a high tide to float 
her cff. 

On Saturday, a scouting party of our troops, 
13 miles from Cairo, met a body of rebel cav¬ 
alry and infantry, with whom they had a sharp 
engagement. The enemy was entirely routed, 
with the loss ot a captain and lieutenant. 

On the same day, three companies of the 
9th Illinois Regiment went to Saratoga, Ky., 
on the Cumberland river, and attacked a body 
of rebels, whom they routed, killing 13, tak¬ 
ing 24 prisoners, and capturing 52 horses. 
They had two wounded on their side. 

The rebel steamer Theodora, formerly the 
Jordan, Capt. Lockwood, left Havana of the 
23d inst., tor Charleston. She landed Mason 
and Slidell at Cardenas, and afterwards- went 
to Havana, Mason and Slidell going overland. 
They were received with the highest consid- 
eration, from the Captain General down. The 
Theodora took a large quantity of . a*ms on 
her return, also provisions, ^otfee, &c. She 
was presented with a silk flag by the Southern 
ladies. 

Gen. Rosecrans’ depatches from Western 
Virginia state that he is preparing to make 
advance movement, with a view to drive the 
rebels from that section of country, and states 
that he believes they have been retreating tor 
several days past. 

A full panic prevails at Washington. The 
stoppage* of supplies by way of the Potomac, 
has run up the price of coal to $8 or $10 a 
ton. 

Old residents state that good roads cannot 
be counted on after 17 days longer, and after 
that time it will he impossible for large bodies 
of troops with artillery to reach Manassas 
from Washington. 

The Indians report a large body of troops 
marching from the West, and many think it 
may be the California force so anxiously ex¬ 
pected. If so, they design, on its arrival, at¬ 
tacking the force in that region from Texas. 

A despatch from Richmond to the Memphis 
Appeal, 23d, announces the burning of three 
federal vessels oil the Potomac by hot shot 
thrown from the Confederate batteries near 
Evansport.

whose history is well worthy of record here. 
She was formerly an armed store-ship in the 
British navy. During the Revolutionary war 
she came over loaded with supplies for the 
British army. A storm coming on, she 
sought shelter in Long Island Sound. It be¬ 
came known to the Yankee fishermen that 
she was in their waters, they determined 
to capture her. Accordingly they formed a 
company of nearly one hundred stout-hearted 
and hardy men, and put out into the sound. 

Shortly after leaving New Bedford harbor 
they discovered the Britisher in the distance. 
All hands save an elderly man and three men, 
and one bov, went into the little fishing 
schooner’s hold, all well armed. On the little 
fishing craft stood until she reached the hsh- j 
ing ground, when they threw out their lines 
and were soon engaged in catching fish. 1 he 
store-ship altered her course and ran down 
toward the fisherman, and fired a gun, and j 
the Yankee boys headed their vessel toward 
the ship. As ' soon as she came alongside, j 
which they did after some murmuring.

A rebel dispatch from Memphis on the 14th 
says 3000 federal troops at Paducah marched 
to Vienna on Thursday and burnt some dwell¬ 
ings, lumber, piles &c. They returned to Pa¬ 
ducah and made no attack on Fort Beaure¬ 
gard. All was quiet at Columbus. Jeff 
Thompson recently surrounded a party of fed¬ 
eral guarding the bridge between Charleston 
and Bird’s Point, killing four and capturing 
two of the bridge guards.
